Phillip Stock testified that: 


He was employed by President Turner of 


the Suburban Company to get the Suburban bill through the Municipal As- 


sembly; that Meysenburg held 200 


shares of stock in the St. Louis Elec- 


trical Construction Co., which were practically valueless. 
2—That he (Stock) gave Meysenburg for these shares about $9000. 


3—That the money was paid out at 


the German-American Savings Insti- 


tutjon, and delivered in the presence of former Councilman Charles Kratz at 


Meysenburg’s office. 


4—As to the purpose of the money, Stock testified that Kratz said it was 


“to earn Meysenburg’s good will.’ 


5—-That after receiving the money Meysenburg said to him (Stock): “This 
is purely a business transaction, and is not intended to influence my vote on 


the bill.” 


Charlies 14. Turner, president of the Sub- ¢- 


urban Railway Co., testified in the Mey- 
Benburg bribery case Tuesday afternoon 
that Philip Stock was the legislative agent 
of the Suburban when bill No. 44 was in 
the Municipal Assembly. 


When the trial of Emil A. Meysenburg 
on the charge of bribery was resumed in 
Judge Douglas’ court Tuesday morning, 
Philip Stock was placed on the stand as a 
witness for the state. 

In reply to questions Stock said that he 
was employed by the Subarban Rallway 
o. to get its franchise bill through the 
Municipal Assembly. 

Mevsenburg entered the courtroom a few 
minutes before 10 o'clock. He was smil- 
ng and chatted freely with friends who 
gathered about him The spectators only 
partially filled the courtroom. Phillip 
Stock was the last witness on the stand 
Monday evening. He was asked this ques- 
tion by Circuit Attorney Folk: ‘“‘Were you 
employed by the Suburban Railway Co. to 
secure the passage of a franchise bill?'’ 
The defense offered vigorous objection, con- 
tending that as the defendant's connection 
with the bill had not been established, the 
question and testimony it was intended to 
develop was wholly inadmissable. 

Judge Douglass took the matter under 
advisement. When court opened Tuesday 
he announced that the objection was over- 
ruled. 

Mr. Stock resumed the witness stand. 

In examining Mr. Stock, Circuit Attorney 
Folk asked: 

“Did any one ever employ you or engage 
you or obtain your assistance In getting this 
bill through?" 

This question was objected to by the de- 
fendant’s counsel, but the objection was 
overruled. The answer was: 

"7ee.”° 

“Whom? asked Mr. Folk. 

"Mr. Turner."’ 

“Whois Mr. Turner?’ 

“He is president of the Suburban Railway 
—_ 

Witness was shown two certificates of 
stock held by Méysenbure in St. Louis Elec- 
trical Construction Co. He recelved them 
Feb. 7, 191. For these certificates he got 
an check for $9900 from Mr. Hospes, cashier 
of the German Savings Pank. 

He went from the bank with 
Kratz te Meysenburg's office. 

“I told Meysenburg that I would take up 
the stock, although it was of no value,’’ 
continued the witness. 

"When I was about to leave he (Mey- 
Senburg) said: ‘Now, Mr. Stock, I want 
you to understand that the transaction is 
@ purely business one and will not affect 
my vote on the Suburban bill.’ "’

Objection by Lehmann overruled.

There was nothirg said 
about shares then, but understanding was 
that St. Louis Construction shares which 
Meysenburg owned would be bought. Mr.

said the Suburban bill was pending before 
raliroad committee of which Mvysenburg 
was a member.

JURY WAS WITHDRAWN.

LAWYERS IN A TILT. 


After a cross-examination lasting 
than 10 minutes Mr. Lehmann announced 
ne did not care te question the witness fur- 
ther. Mr. Folk and his associates consul:- 
ed and they, too, announced that they did 
not care tu continue the examination. 

All during the while Philip Stock was 
being directly examined by Mr. Folk he 
maintained a most solemn aspect. When 
Mr. Lehmann began his cross-examination 
the witness settled himself in his chgir and 
faced the lawyer with a resolute expres- 
sion. His appearance indicated that he ex- 
pected a most searching examination. 

As the examination proceeded and no em- 
barrassing questions were asked, Mr. Stock 
gained confiderce and he leaned back in che 
Witness chair and smilingly answered al! 
ol the questions put. 

While arguing an objection by the state 
a neal passage at arms was indulged in by 
Attorneys Krum for the defense and Ma- 
roney for the state. Mr. Maroney made a 
strong argument.in favor of permitting Mr. 
Stock to answer & question propounded by 
Circuit Attorney Folk. 

When he finished Mr. Krum said that 
never in his experience had he héard so 
wild a statement. and such a statement 
could come only from a man from a clime 
where people were noted for making wild 
and improbable statement. 

With great dignity and without any dis- 
piay of feeling Mr. Maroney arose and re- 
plied that he chanced to come from the 
vace that Judge Krum did—lIllinols. And 
f he were afflicted with imagination, he 
could not compete with Judge Krum on that 
score. 

“Well, if you were born In Illinois,’’ re- 
plied Judge Krum, “it was a good while 
after I was. And I have heard it said that 
the cutting of the forests in the grand old 
state has left ite marks on the intellects 
of certain persons.”’ 

There was a general laugh, in which the 
court itself joined. The sheriff rapped for 
order and the cause was resumed.

PITTSBURGER FATHERED IDEA 


SIMMONS CO. STOCK HAS AD- 
VANCED 17 1-2 FULL POINTS. 


National Hardware Association of Job- 
™ bers Began Working on the Trust 
Idea at the Annual Meet- 

ing in New York, 


The stocks of the Simmons Hardware Co. 
have advanced an average of 17% full points 
within the last week, Brokers say this is 
because the hardware jobbers’ trust, in pro- 
cess of formation for the past three months, 
Is an actuality and that its $30,000,000 capli- 
talization is abcut to be listed In the stock 


exchanges. 

“IT get more information about the so- 
called hardware trust from the newspapers 
than I get in any other way,” said Wal- 
lace Simmons, president of the Simmons 
Hardware Co. ‘‘We were asked to go to 
New York and discuss the formation of a 
consolidation of the hardware interests and 
we went and we discussed and that is all 
we did do.’ Anc that is all I have ever 
told anyone we did; yet I read columns in 
one of the papers that were a surprise and 
a diversion. The newspapers have more in- 
formation about this matter than’ 1 have, 
apparently.”’ 2 

President Norvell of the Norvell-Shap- 
leigh Hardware Co. has the impression that 
the trust has already been formed. He 
says his house declined to consider a com- 
bination of any sort when a committee 
from the National Hardware Association 
visited St. Louis about three months ago 
and since that time his information of the 
deal had come from outside sources. ' 


PLAN IS A YEAR OLD. 
The formation of the trust was first 
broached by members of the national asso- 
clation about a year ago. Circulars were 
sent out and letters were written. 
The prime mover toward a trugt, it is said, 
wa President Bendley of the Bendley 
Hardware Co. in Pittsburg. With him were 
the Supplee Hardware Co. of Philadelphia. 
Economy in selling and buying were the 
etrong points urged. Salesmen overlap and 
where many buyers are needed for each 
house. one would do the buying for the 
trust houses and placing such large orders 
would get lower rates. One traveling man 
in a given territory instead of several would 
be the trust plan, and fixed, not cut rates, 
would be the result. Better rates would 
give greater profit. 

It is stated that some of the heads of’ the 
great hardware houses are tired of working 
and, being wealthy, are anxious {fo retire. 

Having such large capitalizations they 
cannot sell to individuals and so the trust 
idea pleases them immensely. For it en- 
ables them to get at their money for such 
use as they may wish to put it to.

HE HAD PLANNED TO WED. 


HOUSEKEEPER TRIED VAINLY TO 
BREAK THE MATCH. 


Failing in This She Shot Him Four 
Times and Then Drank Carbolic 
Acid, Thus Ending Her 
Own Life.

NEWARK, N. J., Mafch 2.—Frenzied by 
hopeless love for a man only a trifle more 
than half her age, Mrs. Lillian Wilson, 55 
and gray-haired, shot and killed him and 
then took her own life by drinking carbolic 
acid. The man, who was 28 years old, was 
Robert Stewart Hutchinson. 

Mrs. Wilson was housekeeper for Hutch- 
inson and his chum, Frank Allen, after 
they came from Pittsburg to Newark four 
fears ago. She appeared to idolize Hutch- 
nson. Sunday he told her he would have 
to leave her soon, as he had a sweetheart 
whom he intended to marry. 

Hutchinson's sweetneart was Minerva 
Rapp, a li-year-old inmate of the Foster 
Home for Orphans. Because of the strict 
rules of the home the couple could meet 
only rarely and clandestinely. Minerva 
managed to write to Hutchinson frequently 
and it was through finding some of her 
letters that Mrs. Wilson first learned of 

er. 

Hoping to break off the relations between 
Hutchinson and the girl, she went to the 
institution and told the matron of Minerva’s 
meetings and correspondence with Hutch- 
inson. Precautions were taken by the ma- 
tron to end their relations, but they were 
futile 

Hutchinson went home as usual at noon 
yesterday for lunch. The meal had been 
prepared for him by Mrs. Wilson. He sat 
down and had begun eating when Mrs 
Wilson stepped up behind him.and, placing 
the muzzle of a revolver close to the back 
of his head. fired. 

Killed Hutchinson 
With Four Shots. 

He staggered to his. feet and the woman 
fired three more shots at him. He stumbled 
out into the hall just as Miss Helen Browne 
who also lives in the house, frightened by 
the report of the pistol, was running up- 
stairs. 

Hutchinson gasped to Miss Browné “She 
shot me,’’ and then fell at the head of the 
stairs. 

Miss Brown ran down to the basement 
screaming for help and then fainted. Her 
mother revived her, and, hysterical, she ran 
around the corner to police headquarters 

Detective Tyler was sent to th@® house. 

Hutchinson was dead when he arrived. 
_ The detective found Mrs. Wilson walking 
about in a dazed way and moaning. When 
Tyler asked her why she had killed Hutch- 
inson, she shrieked and fell unconscious on 
a sofa. On the floor was an empty vial 
labeled “‘carbolic acid.”"’ and the room was 
filled with the amell of the drug. 

She died as she was being carried into a 
hospital. 

A letter from Minerva reached Hutchin- 
son yesterday - “whee » ¥ It was written 
Sunday. It ts believed Mrs. Wliison read it 
after Hutchinswn went to work and that 
its contenis strengthened her determina- 
tion to kill him and herself. 

The matron at the Foster Home kept the 
news of the death of her sweetheart from 
Minerva.

NVENTION MAK 
CUAL SMOKELESS 


NAVAL OFFICER WOULD GIVE 
CITIES CLEAR ATMOSPHERE. 


PROCESS SAID TO BE CHEAP. 


It Extracts Gases-and Finished Prod- 
uct Burns Longer Than ~~* 
Before Its Treatment. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—An invention 
has been perfected recently and patents 
secured from the federal government, which 
it is believed will effectually eliminate 
smoke from the large cities of the coun- 
try. 

The smoke nuisance in all the large busi- 
ness centers throvghout the world, has 
been the subject of much municipal legis- 
lation. Inventions that have produced at 
least partial results have been adopted by 
practically all of the large cities, and by 
municipal ordinances the owners of build- 
ings have been compelled to attach these 
inventions to their chimneys. 

If the plan devised by Commodore O. P. 
Howell, United States navy, proves a suc- 
cess, as recent tests indicate, there will be 
no smoke arising from the chimneys and 
no necessity for the use of smoke consum- 
ers. 

The smoke consumer has so far failed to 
meet completely the requirements for which 
it was invented, and many large cities have 
passed ordinances prohibiting the use of 
soft coal. 

The invention of Commodore Howell! ts 
simple. It has been wel) known for years 
that soft coal produced greater volumes of 
smoke than hard coal, but the thought 
never occurred to any of the inventors that 
by the crystrallization of coal into lumps 
from three to ten inches in diameter, and 
by the extraction of the gaseous substan- 
ces, the smoke would be mimimized. 


Coal Must First 
Be Ground to Powder. 

Commodore Howell's plan for the elimina- 
tion of: the smoke nuisance contemplates 
the reduction of coal to a powdered state. 
This is then heated and mixed with other 
material and subjected to a hydraulic pres- 
sure of 20,000 pounds to the cubie inch, 
which produces a density of 95 pounds to 
the cubic foot. The coal is subjected to 
this pressure while in molds, and leaves 
the machine tn the form of blocks. It can 
be manufactured into any shape. 

Recent tests made of these blocks by cap- 
italists. who are preparing to enter ex- 
tensively into their manufacture, have dem- 
onstrated that coal subjected to this process 
makes practically no smoke and burns from 
three to four times longer than any equal 
number of pounds of loose coal, while the 
volume of heat is greatly intensified. 

Thirty pounds of blocks were recently 
placed In a grate in Washington in the 
presence of eastern capltalista, who were 
here for the purpose of testing them. When 
first lighted the smoke was noticeable. Aft- 
er they had been burning ten minutes it

DEATH RATE RUNS VERY HIGH 


‘EXCEEDS 50 PER CENT AMONG 
CHILDREN. 


A Representative of the Orange Free 
State Now in This Country 
Draws Vivid Picture of 
Boer War. 


BALTIMORE, March %.—Dr. Hendrick 
Muller, representative of the Orange Free 
State. is here to see Louis P. Henninghau- 
sen, his counsel. 

Dr. Muller is a doctor of philosophy, and 
his home is now at The Hague. An as en- 
voy from South Africa he made @ treaty 
with Germany in 1897. He represented his 
government in a postal convention § in 
Washington in 1897. It was through him 
that the Orange Free State became a 
party to the convention of Geneva, which 
particularly established the rights of the 
Red Cross Society. 

Dr. Muller is a typical Boer. He tg of 
massive frame, has a broad forehead and 
ruddy complexion, which is not hidden al- 
together by a heavy black beari. 

Speaking of his country he said: 

“The worst feature of this sad war is 
the reconcentrado camps. The mortality 
among the children is fearful to contem- 
plate. According to British statistics the 
death rate in these camps among children 
during the month of November was 57 per 
cent; in December, 47 per cent. There is 
hardly a live child in the Transvaal under 
3 years of age. Before the war the death 
rate among children was below 2 per cent. 

“Bouth Africa is a country of large fam- 
ilies. The average perents have from 10 
to 16 children. Families of more than 20 
children are not uncommon. My president, 
Mr. Steyn, has 19 brothers and sisters. Kiu- 
er has living 150 descendants—that is, he 
1d when I last heard frum there, but 
fome may have been shot since. Couples 
marry at the ages of 2 for males and 
about 16 or 17 for females. Consequently 
South Africa is populaied by «ne wig’ tam- 
lly. Take the names De Villers, De Wet, 
Wessels, etc., and you willl find members 
of the family all over the country. 

“I will not say we are a vindicative peo- 
| ple, as we are not, but we do not forget 
an injury in a@ hurry, and that is natural, 
as our people are so closely allied in bonds 
of relationship and friendship. 

“The generals in our army get no pay. 
They ask for none. You can imagine that 
our soldiers get no pay. In fact, I get 
none, nor would 1 accept it if offered. 

“One feature of the army has thrilled my 


heart. It is the nobility displayed by | 


Americans and others. Some of our beast 
fighting men left this country, paid their 
own expenses to our distant land and are 
undergoing the cruel hardships of war. 
The high purpose of these men, going far 
from their homes and all they love dearly 
to aid fellow beings battling for their coun- 
try, is simply superb. 

“An erroneous imprression, I find, has 
gained currency in this country. It is that 
we have paid the expenses of Americans 
who have gone to South Africa to aid us. 
It is not true. They paid their own expen- 
Bes. 

“Gen. Scheepers, who was shot by the Eng- 
lish Jan. 18, was originally a Cape Colonist, 
but Lecame a Free Stater before the war, 
and should not have been condemned to 
death. The Killing of him in cold blood 
stirred the Cape Colonists to greater action, 
Bcheepers was an educated man of kindly 
disposition. He was much beloved by our 
people. 

“His murder recalled the Slaughters Neck 
affair of 1815, when the English hanged six 
Boers, compelling the poor fellows’ families 
to witness their execution. The gallows 
broke before they were dead and they were 
strung up a second time. 

“There is an Incident which struck me 
forcibly. Gen, Delarey is now the only Boer 
general who has been in our army since the

RECEPTION ARRANGEMENTS 
HAVE ALL BEEN COMPLETED. 


TRIP WILL TAKE FOUR DAYS 


Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt and Messrs. 
Knox, Payne and Wilson Will 
Be in Party. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., March 2%.—After 
many delays and changes of date it is now 
given out that President Roosevelt and his 
party will visit the South Carolina Inter- 
state and West Indiana Exposition .in the 
near future. 

The President's trip probably will con- 
sume four days. He will leave Washington 
on a special train over the Southern railway 


and will arrive at Summerville, 8S. C., 22 
miles from Charleston, the following even- 
ing, where the party will pass the night at 
ithe Pine Forest Inn as the guest of Presi- 
dent Wagener of the exposition, the owner 
of the inn. The President's party, as ar- 
ranged previously, will consist of the Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt, Miss Roosevelt, 
Miss Carew, Attorney-General Knox, Post- 
master-General Payne and Secretary Wil- 
son, together with members of their famli- 
lies and Private Secretary Cortelyou. 

A dinner will be given at the Pine Forest 
to the President's party, which will be of 
an informal character. 

A committee of five gentlemen and a com- 
mittee of five ladies will go to Summerville 
to meet President and Mrs.’ Roosevelt and 
Saptenpeny them and their party to Charles- 
on. 

Afier breakfast at the Pine Forest Inn 
the Fresident and his party will be driven 
through the famous Pinehurst tea farm in 
Summerville, which is the only tea farm in 
America ard a branch experimental! station 
oo the United States department of agricul- 
| ture. 

The party will then proceed by train to 
Charleston, where they will arrive about 11 
o'clock. The purty will be met at the Line 
Street station of the Southern Railway by 
the Charleston light dragoons, a famous 
cavalry organization of the Mexican and 
civil wars, and a presidential salute will be 
fired by the German artillery company. The 
President and party will then proceed in 
carriages under escort of the cavalry to 
Marion square, where the military of the 
city and state, together with the garrison 
of United States troops from Sullivan's 
island, will be formed and waiting his arri- 
val. The parade will then move ‘<hrough 
Calhoun street to Rutledge avenue and 
up thence to Lowndes avenue and the ex- 
position grounds, where the President will 
review the parade. As soon as the review 
is over the President and party will be con- 
ducted by the mayor of the city, the pres- 
ident of the exposition and other prominent 
officials to the Auditorium on the exposi- 
tion grounds, where addresses of welcome 
will be delivered by President Wagener of 
the exposition, the governor of South Car- 
Olina and the mayor of Charleston. The

T will make this 
statement to you: We will take $ an acre 
for It. 

High Hawk and He Dog prepared a formal 
statement to be read, and gave way to 
Stranger Horse, who said: “Look at me. 
In the last treaty we brought the white 
men intermarried into the tribe as Indians. 
Iam an Indian, but am asked to speak for 
that class of people. You said that we had 
a good horse and you had come to ask 
what we would take for it. He is a good 
horse, that horse of mine, and so I have 
left him. out there to grow fat. Now, I 
have studied this questfon all over, and I 
will tell you what I will take for him. The 
halfbreeds want me to say that they want 
$ an acre for the iand. When I have any- 
thing that Is fat like that horse and any- 
body wants to buy him I tell him the price. 
If he doeen't want to give me that, why it 
is all right.’’ 

After three or four long conferences an 
agreement was entered into, and out of

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ALLEGED ABUSE 
AT CHESTER PRISOX 


CONTRACT LABOR IS THE RULE 
IN THE PENITENTIARY. 


EFFECT ON SOME INDUSTRIES. 


Rigorous Nature of “Stunts” Causes 
Pulmonary Trouble and the 
Contractors Profit. 


CHESTER, Ill., March 2.—Chester pent- 
tentiary practically is given over to con- 
vict contract or plece price labor. More 
than JolHet or Fontilac it 1s dominated by 
prison contractors, and, being in an out-of- 
the-way location, it shelters abuses growing 
out of the violation of the state's constitu- 
tion which are not to be found In any other 
State institution. 

The convict labor of Chester has driven 
the hollow ware industry out of the state 
of Llinola. 

The convict brickmakers of Chester prison 
have reduced the wages of free brickmakers 
to $1 and 75 cents a day in that part of the 
state. 


The convict knitters or stocking makers 
are sold—themselves and their skill—sold to 


the Paramount Kniting Co. of Chicago in 
violation of the law. 2 

It is repeatedly said in Chester town that 
the prison and convicts are “owned” by the 
Pope-Winterbotham kniting syndicate and 
that no prisoner can escape its influence. 

The “stunts’ at Chester prison Gall 
given to the convicts are ae to ex 
those of any other prison in the state, 
often going beyond the physical endurance 
of the men. 

Men in the knitting contract acquire dis- 
eases of the throat, lungs and nostrils on 
account of the character of the work 
manded of them. 


No industrial trade Is taught the convicts: 
their work is wholly mechanical and per- 
formed under the hardest conditions, 

Nearly one thousand convicts are now 
employed in Chester prison on industries 
which are driving out of existence similar 
industries carried on by free labor; direct 
prison competition is made with brick, 
stockings and hollow ware. 


If one-half that is said in this little town 
about the life within the prison wa 
true over the outer gates might well be 
written that he who goes within leaves ali 
hope behind. The town is, of course, to a 
large extent dominated by the prison influ- 
ence; the community is small, fhe Missourt 
shore near, Chicago and Springfield far dis- 


tant. The influences in Joliet and Pontiae- 
‘which serve to keep arbitrary contractors 


and complaisant wardens within bounds are 
almost wholly lacking here. Chester is al- 
most out of the world, and tn this isolated 
condition permits a latitude to convict con- 
tract labor and a winking at state laws not 
possible anywhere else. 

According’to the report made to the state 
labor leaders the prison is now turning out 
under contract for labor or product 10,000,000 
brick a year and 1000 pairs of socks a day, 
and all the hollow ware manufactured 
the state.

Yokohama Merchant Is Said to Havé| 
Come Here to Buy Supplies 
: for Rebellion. 


VICTORIA, B. C., March %.—Martcuse C. 
Hill, a Yokohama merchant, who arrived 
on the steamer Kaga Maru, is said to be 
carrying orders to New York for arms and 
ammunition for the rebels in Southern 
China. 

Mr. Hill in an intérview saya that, if the 
cable reports of thé capture of six cities 
by the rebels are correct, the movement, 
which is under Dr. Sunyatsen, will be suc- 
cessful. Before leaving for America, Mr. 
Hill saw the rebél leader and was told by 
him that 80,000 troops were ready to join 
the rebellion and would bring with them 
modern arms and ammunition. 

Recruits are flocking to the rebel standard 
and their hope is to reach the eity of Can- 
ton. There they expect to get sufficient 
ammunition and 4rme and treasure to carry 
on the rebellion, which will eventually re- 
sult in the overthrow of the réigning power 
in China

Patson has been positively identified by 
three reputable witnesses as the man who 
tried to sell Wood Earl's mules and horses. 
He has ween identified as the man who

I] stopped him and asked what he was 
Coing with the teams. Batson said: 

“"These ain't Ward Earl's mules. They 


are mine.’ 

The I said: ‘That black horse is 
Ward's, because I was with him when he 
bought it.’ Batson answered that the horsé 
Was not Ward's—none of the mules or 
horses were Ward's. They were his. Then 
he drove off down the streect.”’

STEYN HOLDS THE KEY. 
Question of Peace Said to Rest Largely 
on His Decision. 

LONDON, March 25.—Sir George Goldie, 
vice-president of the Royal Geographical 
Society and founder of Nigeria, who has 
just returned from a thorough investiga- 


tion of South Africa, where he was con- 


forcing with Lord Milner, Lord Kitchener, 
Cecti hodes, Sir Walter Hely-Hutchinson, 
the governor of the Cape of Good Hope, 
and numbers of other influential men, 
brings home rather pessimistic ideas of the 
Keneral situation, from a British point of 
view. 

The conditions in Cape Colony he regards 
@s especially dangerous and he considers 
that the most serious British difficulties 
Will De encountered there in the future, 
Qs at present. In the course of an inter- 
View with a representative of the Asso- 
Clated Press, Sir George, while recognizing 
the possibie importance of Acting Presi- 
dent Schalk-Burger's step, said he was con- 
Yinced’ that the question of peace or war 
rests in the hands of President Steyn and 
that Mr. Kruger and the other Boers in 

urcpe no longer represent Boer opinion. 

The real difficulty in the path of peace, 
he believes, is the question of granting am- 
nesty to the Cape and Natal rebels, and. 
Sir George says, the vague promises of 
the British government have not the slight- 
est weight while the fighting burghers are 
in their present state of mind, 

Sir George advocates granting amnesty 
to the rebels but he insists that every one 
must be disfranchised for life. This. he de- 
clares, would go far towards aliaying the 
bitterness of the loyalists. Sir George dep- 
Tecaics any attempt to permit the use of a 
dual language. He says English alone must 
be the official language and adds the fact 
that practically the whole of the risin gen- 
erations of two republics are now a the 
concentration camps and are rapidly jlearn- 
ing English will of great aid in this 
direction.

BEER DRINKING ON’ INCREASE 


Coffee Continues Favorite of Non-In- 
toxicating Beverages, While Tea 
Barely Holds Its Own, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—It is intere 
esting to note from the following compil- 
ation from official reports of the United 
States government, that another year of 
unequaled prosperity has not Increased to a 
notable extent the consumption of alco- 
holic Hquors. The figures show a slight 
gain in the use of spirits and a more pro- 
nounced increase in the consumption of 
beer. The increase in the use of all sorts 
of spirituous or malt Mquors in 1901 over 19w 
was only .22 of a gallon. On the other 
hand, the use of coffee increased .7 of a 
pound per capita and of tea . of a pound, 
The milder stimulants are more in favor 
than ever. 

Out of $1,278,212,386 spent for beverages 
about 86 per cent {s spent for alcoholle 
stimulants, of which 50 per cent.is for beer, 
31 per cent for whisky and 5 per cent for 
wines. 

If the quantity of tea and coffee used is 
reduced to its equivalent as a beverage we 
find that more gallons of coffee are cone 
sumed than any other sort of drink, 
amounting to _ 11,321,872,444 gallons, as 
against 1,258,249,391 gallons of beer—its 
greatest competitor.

HOW TO TELL A GOOD DIAMOWD. 


“No,” gaid the dealer, ‘‘you don't need to 
be an expert in order to be able to tell a 
good diamond from a poor one. You need 
only to have common sense and good 6yes 
and a magnifying glass. First you examine 
the diamond’s table. The table is the sur- 
face, and it should be perfectly flat and 
perfectly octagonal. Then examine the cir- 
cumference, and if that is round the gem 
is, at least, you may be sure, well cut. 

“Now, for flaws, you jek I the oe 
mond, using the glass here, for the r oO 
that a flaw imperceptible to the naked eye 
will often lower a gem’'s value 60 or 6 per 
cent. Flaws in diamonds resemble those 
little feather marks in ice that we so oft- 
en see, though scratches on the surface are 
also flaws. If none are to be found you 
study next the color, remembering that the 
stee] blue. because’ it is the most brilliant 
is the most desirable and costly hue, an 
that the white comes next. Yellowish or 
off-color stones are practically worthless, 
but a perfect violet or — or rose dia- 
mond brings a fancy price 

“Study finally the depth and weight, and 
if the depth is good you won't be cheated 
if you pay $150 or $160 a carat for your stone. 
Before the South African war you'd only 
have to pay $100, but $150, thanks to this 
war, and to the diamond trust,.and to the 
heavier customs duty, is now the market 
price."’

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IN A BALLOON 


_ Tragedy Which Made Charles 
Condon a Tramp, 


TOOK PLACE OF AERONAUT 


BOY TANGLED UP IN LONG GUY 
ROPES. 


Condon Tried to Save Him but Could 
Not—When He Reached the 
Earth His Reason Was 
Gone Forever. 


DENVER, Colo., March 2%.—When Charles 
T. Condon played the role of aeronaut for 
& wager, three years ago, his experience 
cost him his reason. Today Condon is a 
tramp—one of the variety “known as ‘‘stew- 
bums."" He came into Denver Friday morn- 
ing on a freight train; left the same after- 
noon or evening on a brake beam, to where 
no one knows. 

Condon was once highly respected and 
was one of the leading young men of Oak- 
land, Cal., where he was in the commission 


business. He was an athiete, a club mem- 
ber and a general good fellow. 

One Sunday, in a spirit of banter, he 
volunteered to make a balfoon ascention in 
the stead of a man disabled, who was to 
have afforded entertainment for crowds at 
a public resort. Some of his comrades took 
him un, offering a wager that he would not 
dare g0 up on a trapeze, swinging beneath 
the great hot air bag. 

Condon placed his money, announced to 
the park manager that he was an aeronaut 
of experience and was willing to satisfy the 
cravings of the crowd by making the as- 
cent. He quickly changed Sunday clothes 
for a suit of tights and was creeted with 
get as he appeared ready to under- 
ake a perilous feat he had not dreamed of 
an hour before. 

hen his friends saw that Condon was 
in earnest they begged him to desist. but 
this the spirit of bravado would not allow. 
Before the park manager realized he was 
sending an entirely inexperienced man up 
in the balloon the guy ropes were cut loose 
and Condon, with a running bound, sat on 
trapeze and was a hundred feet in the 


Boy Caught 
in the Guy Ropes. 

A number of boys and men had held 
the balloon captive by the guy ropes in 
readiness for its filght. All but one let go 
as the balloon was released. On one of 
the ropes, either holding on or being caught 


in a tangle, was a lad utterly powerless to 
help himself and afraid to drop. * 

Up went the balloon. The people shouted 
from below, beckoned franticaliy to Con- 
don to bring the big bag back to earth, 
fearful for the life of the dangling lad. 
All unconscious of the boy's presence, Con- 
don continued evolutions on the trapeze, be- 
lieving the tumult below to be applause for 
his daring. 

The balloon had ascended over a thou- 
sand feet before Condon caught a giimpse 
of the lad ane for life to the frail rope 
and utterly without support other than his 
own strength. Then realizing that the 
cutting loose of the parachute would mean 
death to the lad, he schemed to get him 
on the trapeze beside him. 

The boy was swinging from a rope on 
the other side of the balloon as the wind 
ewayed it and Condon found it impossible 
to reach him. The only hope was to make 
the jad hold on until the hot air bag be- 
came sufficiently cooled to descend. 

Condon cried to the lad: begged him to 
hold tight; cursed, pleaded, threatened, 
knowing it useless. At an elevation of near- 
ly 2000 feet the youngster’s strength gave 
way and he dropped. The fall was wit- 
nessed by the thousands in the park. 

The little body was mashed to a pulp on 
the doorstep of a house less than a mile 
| from the park. On the doorstep was an in- 

valid mother and her married daughter, 
who had watched the filght of the balloon. 
The mother died shortly after from heart 
failure and the daughter was sent to a hos- 

ital, insane. There her child was born a 
ew weeks Inter. 

On seeing the lad fall Condon pulled the 
cord which cut the parachute loose. He 
came down safely, but was picked up un- 
conscious as a result of his fright. 


Unbalanced by 
the Great Fright. 

When he recovered, weeks after, he was 
not right mentally. His business went to 
ruin and he took to drink. He disappeared 
Within a year and friends failed to find him. 
It was learned he tried td enlist for the 
Cuban war, but was refused. What he has 
done in the meantime or how he has lived 


is best explained by his appearance as he 
Teached Denver. 

Stoop-shouldered, unkempt, with a fraz- 
gied beard covering his face. he shambled 
to the Union hotel. The porter put him out 
and he sought a resting place + a nearby 
Saloon, where he promptly went to sleep 
in oa chair. 

“Where have I been?” he queried with 
the unmistakable leer of a mind mentally 
unbalanced. “Why, I've been everywhere. 
I'm a bum, just a common bum. I went up 
in a balloon once and it was my finish. 1'd 

0 up n if there were no kids hanging 
oft and I could drop out. 

“Tell you about it? No, that’s dead: so's 
the kid. Awful thing it was. My first time 
up and my last until I go up to die my- 
self.’ Then Condon, the wreck of the for- 
mer man, grew silent. 

“Do your friends in Oakland know where 
you are?’ was asked. 

“Friends? I haven't any since I went up. 

‘em once, but they've forgotten all 
ut me and I want to forget about them. 
don't want to see anyone I know. 

“Where are you going tonight?’ 

“Hit the beam, guess. I don't know 
where to. Anywhere will do. Good-by.”’

THREATENED WITH POISON 


SAN FRANCISCO CLUB MAN IS BE. 
COMING A SKELETON. 


Bon Vivant Whose Appetite Is Culti- 
vated to Heights of Refinement 
Now Fears Death in 
Every Dainty Dish,,. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 25.—Ned Green- 
way. leader of dances, good fellow, club- 
man, popular bachelor, but, especially, lov- 
er of rare viands and delicate vintages, has 
lost his famous and precious appetite. With- 
in a month he has declined two pates, re- 
fused to taste a notable saddle of muttori 
and waved away a bottle of his own braad 
of champagne because the waiter did not 
draw the cork In his presence. 

Greenway's club friends were alarmed at 
his extraordinary abstemiousness until it 
was explained. He fears polson! 

Most people in the clubs and at the 
dances will tell you that Ned Greenway 
has not an enemy nor even an 1ill-wisher in 
the world. For years he has lived and 
thrived in San Francisco, welcome every- 
where, happy everywhere, with an easy 
conscience and a most excellent appetite. 
His apposite was the pet and pride of his 
life and the admiration of his friends. It 
was not a greedy, gorging, surfeiting, insa- 
tlahle appetite, but a thoroughly educated, 
refined, sensitive and generally nice appe- 
tite. It was an appetite that had opportu- 
nities and had improved them, that was 
acquainted with the elegance of dining, 
that knew how to use a paiate, that did 
rot ignore the delicate distinctions of 
sauces. Brillat-Savarin himself might have 
been proud of that appetite. And Greenway 
was proud of it. 

A month or two ago Mr. Greenway re- 
ceived an anonymous note which said: ‘‘Be- 
ware of poison; I am laying for you, and 
will have my revenge.”’ 


Poison the Only 

Thing That He Fears. 

Now, Ned Greenway, though past 
heyday of youth, is an intrepid fellow. 
has led too many cotillions, made up 
many dinner parties, revised too many in- 
vitation lists, faced too many beaus and 
belles with social grievances, that he should 
blanch at threats of violence and sudden 
death. He has been menaced with nearly 
every deadly weapon from hatpins to dyna- 
mite by piqued persons who were not in- 
vited and who blamed him for the failure 
of cards to arrive. 

But poison is a thing that a man cannot 
guard against. It is a mode of death that 
affects the stomach and alimentary canal. 
Shoot Greenway in the head and he will be 
content to die. Cut off his arms or his legs, 
if you will. Carve his heart out of h‘a 
breast, if you must butcher him. But don't 
meddie with his organs of digestion. Re- 
spect his esophagus. Do nothing to im- 
pair his stomach. Kill him but zpare his 
appetite. 

Greenway confesses that this threat, 
mentioning poison, worried him. On 
day after it came he dined at the 
mian Club and it was noticed that 
showed the salt to a well-known physician 
before using it and inquired whether it 
did not look a great deal like arsenic. He 
asked what was the emergency antidote 
for arsenical poisoning, and, when enlight- 
ened on the point, ordered the waiter to 
have milk, raw eggs, sweet oil, lime water 
and flour and water ready in case of an 
emergency. “And if anything happens, 
bring them quick."’ said he to the waiter. 

However, the salt was really salt, and 
Greenway's courage returned. But next 
day he received a second anonymous let- 
er and the day thereafter a third, each 
tidding him beware of poison. He read up 
on antidotes and carried a list of them 
in his pocket for reference at any time. 
earned the symptoms of all the common 
kinds of polsoning and paid a chemist to 
show him every poison in stock, so that he 
might get acquainted with the general ap- 
pearances of the deadiy drugs. He would 
not eat lettuce without examining it 
through a magnifying glass to detect any 
paris green with which it might have been 
sprinkled. Whenever he picked tv a wine 
bottle he half expected to behold a skull 
and cross bones on the label. He saw 
vitriol In the siphon bottle instead of car- 
bonated water, and he would not drink a 
drop until assured that soapsuds, magne- 
sia and limewater were within reach. 


He Suspects 


a Caterer. 

Greenway suspected a certain caterer with 
whom he had fallen out of being the au- 
thor of these threatening missives. He 
knew the caterer to be an excitable, chol- 
eric creature and he did not doubt that 
the caterer really intended to murder him. 
Poison, he reasoned, was an agent of death 
that would occur naturally to a caterer. 
But he had no evidence against the man 
except his knowledge that the caterer, from 
whom he had withdrawn his patronage, 
hated him. 

The climax of Greenway's terror was 
reached at the dinner given by Rudolph 
Spreckels on the evening of the Folger 
cotillion. As he entered the dining room he 
shuddered, for he recognized one of the 
waiters as a former employe of the terrible 
caterer 

One may believe that he eyed every mor- 
sel before he committed it to his mouth, 
that a strange flavor made him tremble. 
that he partook of nothing unt!] reason- 
ably sure that no polson tainted it. But 
imagine his state of mjnd when the very 
waiter whose presence frightened him 
whispered in his ear: “Look out for pois- 
on, . Greenway. There {ts so much 
Canger of a cook's mistaking carbolic acid 
for extract of vanilla. and arsenic has a 
dangerous resemblance to salt.’’ 

Greenwav's anpetite left him then and 
there. White and agitated. he leaned back 
in his chafr. Course after course he 
passed. Better abstain than die. 

Since then Greenway has lived on eggs, 
broken and cooked in his presence: cham- 
pagne opened by himself. and other staples 
not easily tampered with. He never eats 
twice in the same place. His figure shows 
the effect of his Iimited diet. and his face 
the anxicty of h's mind. He feels; he says, 
like the Czar of Ruestia. 

While Greenway suspects the caterer. his 
friends susvect a certain doctor. who. ob- 
serving Ned's enlarging torso. and know- 
ing that hygienic advice about dlfeting 
would not be heeded, ts playing a crue! 
trick on Greenway.

As the result of an expenditure of $1,- 
300,000 of the money of the taxpayers they 
found one of the most palatial buildings in 
the state, 700 feet long, all occupled by the 
administrative officers of the institution as 
offices and living apartments. Behind this 
palace they found one completed cell block 
and one shell of a cell block, in which to 
place the cells, which will nearly 
$300,000, and one little workshop occupied by 
a brush factory, on contract. 

Aside from this one workshop are half a 
dozen little wooden shanties,-in which in- 
mates are employed on state work. The 
shanties are of the kind that are put up by 
contractors to house tools during the con- 
struction of buildings. 

The palace is there, but the prison must 
yet be bullt by the state. Seventeen vears 
have elapsed since the institution was_be- 
gun. Today its capacity is but 300 hundred 
prisoners. The Ohio penitentiary, at Co- 
umbus, with three immense cell blocks, a 
sufficiently rocmy administration depart- 
ment, 25 immense factory buildings, and a 
capacity for about 2200 prisoners, cost the 
state, all toid, $696,456. The Mansfield re- 
formatory, with oné-séventh the cell ca- 
ymacity and one-sixth the workshop capacity, 
has éost the state more than double what 
the penitentiary cost. 

The administration building would make 
Biltmore, the country palace of Vander- 
bilt. look like three dimes. Its walls are 
of cut granite and the eaves, all around, 
are bedecked with towers and columns that 
in the aggregate must have cost the state
